REGINALD OSMONO PHILLIPS 

Reginald Osmond Phillips, Mad. 
'25, died yesterday at 12.15 of Pari- 
tonitis. The funeral will be held 
from Christ Church Cathedral on 
Thursday at 2.30 p.m.. 

Phillips was born at St Annes 
Bay, Jamaica, April 3, 1890. Having 
passed his Cambridue Senior Local 
Examination and McGill Matricu- 
lation, he entered McGill in 1919, in 
the six year course in Medicine, and 
ever since has distinuuinehed him- 
self as a scholar.

IN DEBATE 

Speeches on the Whole Show 
Lack of Finish 

JUDGES DISAGREE 



Science Will Now Meet The- 
ology in Final 

That Science men do not. confine 
their energies to purely mechanical 
pursuits wan demonstrated Inst, night 
when I ho Science debating team was 
awarded (he decision over that rep- 
resenting the Faculty of Arts In the 
semi- flnn.l for the Intei-fnculty Debat- 
ing Championship. Tho question at. 
stake was 'Ttosolved that an Arts 
courue, lu Imiter training for citizen- 
ship than a Science course", the Arts 
limn, of course, upholding the affir- 
mative. The speakers for Science 
wuro; rioss. Mules, and Boyd, while 
Janes, Shepherd, and Cohen argued 
for the" losern. By this victory tha 
Science men have qualified to meet 
tho Theology representatives in the 
final which will be held at the Union 
on Monday, February 18th. 

Tho debate was Interesting through- 
out dealing as it did with a. subject, 
vital to both sides, and was produc- 
tive of some very good trpeaklng, W. 
Shcphord of Arts '2C especially com- 
ing In for high commendation from 
tho judges. Although at times high- 
ly amusing the debate can not be 
îlHsscd among the best, that have been 
heard hore this season. Both slde3 
Showed lack of careful preparation, 
and somo of the points brought for- 
ward were noticeably weak. Tho 
remarks too, especially those of the 
negative, frequently bordered on the 
personal. Thanks are due to Dr. 
Armstrong, Colonel Bovey, and Mr. 
McDermott for acting as judges. At 
the close of the 'debate Mr. McDer- 
mott said a few words of helpful cri- 
ticism. 

Howard O'Tlagan, Prosident of the 
Literary and Debating Society, in- 
troduced Janes as tho first speaker 
for the affirmative.' In his prelimin- 
ary definition of the Arts and Sci- 
ence courses. Janes pointed out that 
the Arts coursa lays the ernphasns on 
"tho uiaji as a man", while In the Sci- 
enco course, exwpt for ona or two 
edementa.ry courses in English and 
Economies, all tho study is of Inani- 
mate things. He narrowed his dis- 
cussion of the two courses down to 
two questions, first, does tho educa- 
tion give a. man ' a, broad cultural 
training? Second, does It Impress on 
him tho dignity, of . man as a spiritual 
being. In the 'case of the first ho 
showed that the^Arts studies develop 
sympathy, quick perception of other 
minds, and ability to see another 
vlowpoint, qualities which the Sci- 
ence studies do not develop, while as

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AN INTERNATIONAL WINTER SPORTS MEET 



At the Winter Carnival held recently nt Dartmouth College 
in vrhich MdGill representatives took part, a suggestion was made 
^vhich should prove to be the nucleus of one of the greatest move- 
ments toward international good will between the colleges of the 
United States and Canada. 

There is at preeent an organization known as the International 
Intercollegiate Ski Association which stages h dual ski and snow- 
shoe meet each February, this year the events being awarded to 
Dartmouth and McGill. .Although there are entries in these meets 
from several American colleges, McGill is the only Canadian Uni- 
versity which has competed to date, due no doubt to the snow 
conditions existing at our sister colleges. It is now thought by cer- 
tain members of this organization that the time is ripe for the enlarg- 
ing of Hs acope and functions, and the suggestion put forth was to the 
effect that all forms of winter sport including hockey and ice skat- 
ing be added to the present lists of events, and that the meet take 
the form of a single - Winter Sports Carnival to be held at some 
central point such as Montreal. 

The successful carrying out of the plan along the lines sug- 



gested would mean a gathering of teams from Dartmouth, Yale, 
Harvard, Princeton, Williams, Middleburg and other Eastern Am* 
encan colleges as well as Queen's, Toronto, U. of M. and McGill. 
Eliminations would be necessarily held during the first few days 
of the meet and everything come to a grand finale on the last 
day. This scheme would not be unlike- that practised at the Olym- 
pic games particularly in hockey, and in time should assume a 
popularity equal to the famous Penn. Relays. J 

I At the annual meeting of the International Intercollegiate Ski 
Association to be held here at the time of the McGill meet Tate in 
February this question will receive further consideration and the 
encouragement of the athletic authorities should be extended to 
"the sponsors of the idea.

The Scl- 
onoe man thinks while the Arte man 
is not taught to do so, and hit sense 
uf appreciation is developed equally 
if not «us widely as that of the Ar.i 
.man. 

Shepherd for the affirmative dealt 
1th the influence of Arts and Science 
upon tihe individual, and the dovelop- 
aseot of character and personality, 
lie spoke of the broadening effect up- 
on .the individual ot the Arte course 
which enables hUn to enter almost 
anything, while Science fita him for 
but one vocation. Regarding culture 
and. citizenship he showed how the 
IWeoce course does not fully develop 
a man in thlts. Science is too specl- 
allasd, Arts is more genoral — it steers 
a [middle course. He quoted a num- 
ber of Instances where leading author- 
ities hBfo recomraondod Arts mon for 
important oxocutlx*: kpotrititiwi, and 
closed with tho statuaient tlia.t -with 
an A3*ta education "when a man la 
nlonc he need novcr be lonely." 

Mules, the .sccon<I spoaker for Scl- 
unce, spent tome time ridiculing the 
iVrts Bystem, which , he said, dons not 
tçjioh a man to reajjon, merely to 
iloarn. The ec.icni.lfic method on the 
other hand, teaches the Htudent to 
reaoon and to net. The Arts men 
don't know how to act. Roferrlng to 
.the question of pollticii ho H.iid that 
the Science men don't, dabble In poli- 
■ttcs becauso thoro Is no room for 
them. Science is comparatively 
young. Since the Kc nuisance, he as- 
serted,- Science bos done more for the 
world thun wan done during all the 
ages at; far back na the time of the 
Hoidelbe.rg man. As a conséquence 
Science must be the bettor training.

The appearance of the "American 
Mercury" is a. notaible event.. An 
article printed below calls attention 
to the coming demise of the "Free- 
man'' and the thinking- portion of the 
American public simply cannot afford 
it, let the bunk-merchants get the upper 
band. The ground gained by periodi- 
cals such as the "Nation" and the 
"Free-man" is one of groat cost and is 
so very easily lost. 

If the high standard set inj.he first

In 
their respective fields the authors of 
"The Emperor Jones" and "Many 
Marriages" held a commanding posi- 
tion. Some English magistrate, by 
the way, has recently sent a publisher 
to jail Tor printing a review of "Many 
Marriages." ' Flaubeia and Cnboll 
liave had similar experiences, and 
though It doesn't argue that Ander- 
son is a second Flaubert it does imply 
that he is able to tread hard upon 
_ the. corns of the Puritains. 

The irrepressible Menken does the 
greater part of the book-reviewing in 
this. .February issue, and gives a de- 
lightfully informal touch to the whole 
thing by passing gaily from Conrad 
t o S topes.

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THE ROVER 
By JOSEPH CONRAD 

Joseph Conrad's latest book, "The 
Hover,'! hits recently appeared on the 
book-stands and In the book-stores. 
It Is soiling- well, for Conrad is re- 
cognized as the most distinguished of 
living English novelists. He prob- 
ably comes to most people as a wel- 
come relief after the sophisticated 
stuff which buyers of the "Saturday 
Evening Post" of Philadelphia, "The 
Strand." of London, and other equally 
meritorious publications are Invited 
to read. Here, in "The Hover" we 
have told a quasi -unconventional 
story of n family on the Mediterran- 
ean coast of Revolutionary France, 
and a superannuated pirate who 
landed in their midst. This is an 
interesting setting, and, in the opin- 
ion of many, Conrad should have 
made more of it. Even his most ar- 
dent, admirers do not consider "The 
Hover" a particularly fortunate piece 
of work. It Is certainly true that 
Joseph Conrad has an unhappy ca- 
pacity of occasionally being very 
boring. One may put up with a 
certain amount of borosomcness, us 
in Edgar Allan Poe, but one .always 
expects that this be outweighed by 
the rest. Probably the most ex- 
perienced novel-readers Know what 
parts of a novel to skip. 

"The Hover" is a fairly good ex- 
ample of an Idyllic epic. There Is 
a noticeable absence of the author's 
habitua] discursiveness: still, the 
only type that is clearly portrayed Is 
the old rover himself. This is Itself 
masterfully done. A mass of per- 
sonal details is not flung at the 
reader, such as those with which Sir 
Walter Scott wu accustomed to 
treat his patient reader*. The char- 
acter of the ex-corsair is built up 
gradually, details are added logically, 
as both time and circumstance would, 
in the nature of things, demand, and 
the culmination of both plot and 
character may be described as a mas- 
ter stroke. The last point is at 
.■nee the most atriklmr and the best 
part of the story. The reader through 
many pages — some very tedious — 
senses that a denouement of extra-' 
ordinary force is being prepared for 
him, but he docE not expect the re- 
velation of the character of the Bro- 
ther of the Coast, whom, like all of 
his kind, the respectable officers of 
the French navy held little better than 
beasts. 

It if generally the custom tor writ- 
ers, both of fact and fiction, on the 
times and habits of the French Revo- 
.uticin to enter into tedloue' passages 
of inoralisatlon on the evil of the 
Revolution and all similar movements 
n general. Happily, Conrad avoids 
of there having been bloodshed lo a 
commendably dispassionate way. He 
docs show, however, that many peo- 
ple, naturally of a very peaceable dis- 
position, are probably drawn Into the 

ranks of a bloodthirsty rabble by men

force of mob -mind influence. Thus', 
his character of the innocent, young 
Arlcsicnnc is the picture of a child, 
who has never toofore been away, from 
home and who, in the midst of the 
hue and cry of the head-hunters of 
Toulon, is irresistibly drawn into th« 
chase. 

Hugh Walpole said in his sketch 
"Joseph Conrad" and also in an ad- 
dress delivered in this city, that Con-* 
rad combines the two types of Jit? 
eratui-e, namely, Romance and Real- 
ism. Is tnis conclusion justified? At 
any rate, although it is perfectly ob- 
vious that Conrad is romantic, his 
realism seems, if It cxibls at all, to 
be far in the background There is 
in "The Rover" not even instruction 
regarding the peculiarities of t)i» 
types with whioh It. deals, to say no- 
thlgn of revelations of truths which 
have a universal bearing and applica- 
tion. ' 

When all has been said, it only re- 
mains to admit, that Conrad Is en- 
titled to nothing but respect, It is 
almost inconceivable to think of 
Mencken treating him as he tr.cn ted 
liernard Shaw or of Giovanni Pnplni 
ridiculing him a* he attempted to do 
with Shakespeare. Nevertheless it is 
necessary to call attention to an ln- 
explicable boredom which hovers ove: 
"The Rover" and occasionally alights, 
and then abides for several pages. 
Perhaps the truth is that Air. Con- 
rad tried to make a long novel of a 
short story. He has, it may be, 
loaded p humble plot with an Im- 
mense mass of circumstance One Is 
almost Inclined to think th.-i.l. an out- 
line of "The Hover" would have giv- 
en o. Henry an opportunity.

The plot is simple, and the char- 
acters arc caricatures, but the dln.lo- 
gV< is clever and (he situai Ions are 
funny. The acting, mill the play de- 
pends for success upon the noting 
even more than upon Its lines, is ex- 
ceptionally good. The caste at Ills 
Majesty's this week Is a strong one, 
and gets the most out of a piny that, 
contains a strong popular appeal Hint 
has carried Its bright, foolery whuro II 
is most needed — lo the hearts of the 
average Englishman and American, 

The author has used a very simple 
formula. In Mr. Hiram Draper ho has 
taken a one hundred per cent nll- 
round live-wire citizen of the llttlu 
old U. 8. A . and set him down In Lon- 
don where he Is travelling On business 
with his family It la Ills 'Ir.t time 
across the pond, and ho is amused and 
not a little contemplions of what ho 
sees and hears. Me bursts Into first 
of laughter, and Is moved to ludicrous 
mimicry of the silly accent of iho 
Hrltlshers with their "Right O" 's and 
"Hippiiigs" and "Old Dean's." He 
thinks London slow, Flunkeys and 
English telephones amuse him, find 
"gosli darn it all the people here'don't 
even speak our own language." In 
fact, ho has a very poor opinion of 
Englishmen I Sir Percy Beniichamp, 
on the other bond, usually flies Into 
a temper when "those creatures" '.he 
Americans are mentioned in his r.res- 
enc. Now Mr. Draper has a sOn Sir 
Percy a. daughter. They mf el — or 
rather they have nlready met — they 
gaze, and, yes. they love. Tho story 
of how tho two young people over- 
come the mutual antipathies of tho 
elder members of their families, la 
interwoven with the account of the 
business relations between Sir Percy 
and Hiram Draper, In which each 
In his own way attempts to get the 
better of the other. There Is ample 
opportunity for some telling comedy 
work, and. the peculiarities of the 
English and American temperament 
are dissected, analysed, and contrast- 
ed in action and dialogue. Neither 
can grasp the other's joltcs. Sir 
Percy causes the English people pre- 
sent great amusement by remarking 
that Mr. Draper might as well havo 
been called Mr. Bricklayer or Mr. 
HarneBsmaker, dash It all, what? 
This leaves the Americans cold. On 
the other hand when Hiram Is In- 
formed that paying week end visits 
"«! quite the thing In England, he 
gets a blank look from the British- 
ers by answering thin it H a great life 
if you don't week end. 

The mere recollection of tiiat. ,pun 
Is too much for us It overcomes us, 
and leaves us holplcss. We can write 
no more. We ha.von't the strength to 
tape tho. keys. Wo shall have to slop, 
'i' you want to know any more about 
j"'l5o fcliis is London," and go and see 
it for yourself, 'ft/a worth it.

McGILL PRESENTED 
WITH RAKE FOSSIL 

Ritchie Bi othc<s of Saratoga 
Springs Give "Cryptzoon 
Palifcrum Hall" 

Mr. John II. Hltolllo of lillehlo 
Urothers, Saratoga Springs, New Vork. 
who lias been enjoying the winter 
sports In Montreal for the lasl few 
days while here called on Sir Arthur 
(.'unie offering to the UttlVoVHlty it 
rare old fossil which grew on the bot- 
tom of tho sea many ages ago, In a 
form somewhat similar to present day 
prize cabbages ami head lettuce. The 
offer was gratefully accepted by the 
Principal on behalf or M'cGlll Univer- 
sity. 

A lh lough in a short time evory Uni- 
versity In America as well as those In 
Greal Britain will receive a similar 
presentation from It Itch le llroï liera, 
M'cGlll will be the first University in 
Canada to receive one of these unique 
geological specimens. 

Mr. Hit Ohio, who Is at present a 
guest at !lto Mount lioyal Hole!, as a 
veritable fossil .in. at Saratoga 
Spvlttg?. Interviewed concerning 
them, he made lhe following state- 
ment : 

"My brother and I noticed beds 
of these fossils beautifully petrified 
on our farm. We called a number of 
geologists and they were pronounced 
perfect specimens." 

The fossils an' very large, about 
three feet in diameter, and are found 
in beds on this farm now known as 
Hitchlc Park, and which a short tithe 
ago was unknown to Science. These 
petrified plants are called "Cryptzoon 
Poiifor'um Hall.'* and came from the 
lower Palcozlc Hocks in the early 
ages. Mr. Hltchic said thai in all 
probability the farm will later be given 
over io the government in order that, 
study and research may bo carried on.
